He obtained a first class in B.A. 
and M.A. from the University of 
Travancore in English Literature 
However due to caste discrimination 
hhe was denied a permanent teaching 
job at the university. He was deeply 
hurt by this and boycotted the con- 
vocation ceremony, refusing his de- 








gree certificate. 
‘When his application for a 
scholarship to study abroad was 
accepted by the J.N, Tata Endow- 
‘ment, he went to London for further 
studies. Mr. Narayanan returned to 
India after securing the London 
‘School of Economics’ prized 
B.Sc. (Econ.) with a rare 
first division, 
He joined the In- 
dian Foreign service 
in 1949 as a young 
diplomat and from 
then on there was 
no looking back. 
He served as the In-

dian Ambassador to China and the 
United States of America. In 1984 he 
centered parliamentary polities and in 
1992 he became the Vice President 
of the country. In 1997, Mr. 
Narayanan took office as the 10th 
President of India. In his own words 
he was “not an executive president, 
but a working president and working 
‘within four comers of the constitu: 
tion”. 

President Narayanan was a bril-

constriction of the muscles around 
the air tubes, They become narrow 
causing difficulty in breathing.

House dust, pollen from grasses, 
animal dander from pets like cats and 
dogs, fungi from moist air, insects 
like cockroaches and some types of 
food and chemicals act as allergens 
to cause asthma. One cannot be 
cured, but the condition can be 
treated.

? Why és body temperature ab- 
normal during fever? 

! Our body temperature is con- 
trolled by the hypothalamus in the 
brain. It is the thermostat of our 
body. Normal body temperature is 

98.6°F. The increase in the tem- 
perature is called fever. It oc 
curs in response to any infec 
tion caused by micro-organisms 
such as bacteria, virus, protozoa 
and fungi. For example, if a person 
is infected with bacteria, the white 
blood cells in the blood start the 
immune response to fight against the 
infection. In this reaction, they re- 
lease a variety of proteins.

Scientists at the institute of 
Aerospace Medicine (IAM) and the 
Centre of Advanced Research and 
Development (CARD) at Bangalore 
have developed a device for treat- 
ing these diseases after extensive 
research in cell regeneration and 
degeneration. 

The device named 
Cytotron generates 
high intensity Quan- 
tum Magnetic Reso- 
nance (QMR) beams 
from 288 specially de- 
signed guns, These 
















‘beams are precisely focussed on the 
target tissue, The beams activate the 
cells and alter their dynamics to ei- 
ther activate, reproduce and prolif- 
crate them in osteoarthritis patients 
or kill the cancerous cells in cancer 
patients, as the case may be.
